Ill  publishing  the  t'oHowiiij^  rtivised  liuh's  for  tlio  nmiiu^e- 
iiieiit  of  the  Royal  Hospital  the  Boajd  of  Directors,  whose 
names  are  lienMinto  apjjended,  ar<*  happy  to  state  that  aidtnl  by 
an  annual  ,i;i'ant  from  the  Governnunit  they  have  been  able  to 
brin<^  the  institution  to  an  improved  state  of  etticieney. 

The  Hospital  is  situated  at  the  head  of  Pandorsi  street; 
the  site  btnn^  (shnated  and  airy  and  commanding-  a  beautiful 
view  of  the  surroundiu}^  scenery. 

The  buildin*^'  comprises  two  hii'^e  and  two  small  wards, 
a  female  ward,  a  day  ward,   dis])ensary,  offictus'  cpiartei's,  tVc. 

The  wards  are  furnisluMl  with  ai)propriate  iron  bedsteads, 

t>asy  (thairs,   and  other  conveniences   for  the  i'ece))tion  of  ])a- 
tituits. 

The  (Tov(U'nm<'nt  gi-ant  of  live  thousand  dollars  a  year  is 
just  sufficient  for  the  l»ai'est  n(H*essities.  The  Directors  therefore 
have  to  look  to  tln^  [)ublic  foi-  liberal  subscri])ti()ns  so  that  its 
present  ethciency  may  be  maintain(?d  and  further  (M)mforts 
secured;  that  additional  accommodation  may  be  att'orchnl  for 
the  better  chissifving  of  ])atieuts;  that  improvements  may  be 
ma(U^  about  the  recreation  ;j{i'ounds;  (v. liich  indeed  have  great 
ca])al)ilities)  that  the  dvuhuv^t^  may  be  perfected  and  that  water 
pipt^s  may  be  broui^ht  in  from  the  city  mains. 

T'he  Directors  are  pleased  to  notice  the  increasing  interest 
tal<(>n  by  the  public  in  the  Hospital  as  shown  by  the  visitors' 
book. 

The  nucleus  of  a  library  has  been  formed,  and  donations  of 
l)ooks  and  periodicals,  new  or  second  hand,  will  be  tliankfuUy 
received.     Contributions  of  old  linen  will  always  be  acceptabh\

This  Hospital  lius  l»»!i;ii  instituted  with  the  ohjt'ct  uf 
Jittbrdiiif^  modioli  roliof  lo  the  iiidifj;ont  sick  iiiid  afHictcd  of  all 
nations  residing  in  the  Province. 

Rule  II. 

The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  lioaril  of  eight  Direc^tors,  a 
President,  Trtuisurer,  Secretary,  Auditor,  and  Visiting  Surgc(»n. 

Rule  III. 

The  institution  shall  he  under  the  nianagtiinent  and  con- 
trol of  a  ]3()ard  of  Directors  consisting  of  six,  (dected  annually 
by  the  subscrihers,  with  power  to  fill  up  vacancies  in  their 
number  from  time  to  time  from  among  the  subscribers. 

(At  the  ])res(!nt  tinie  the  Provincial  (rovernnient  have  the 
power  to  a})point  two  other  Directors.) 

Rule  IV. 

The  six  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  subscril)ers  iit 
the  annual  meeting.  No  ptsrson  shall  be  eligible  foi-  the  ottice 
of  Director  unless  he  be  a  subscriber  of  at  least  five  dollars  })er 
annum  or  be  a  life  member.     The  election  shall  be  by  l>'dlot 

Rule  V. 
The  Board  of  Directors  shall  apjjoint  all  officers,  servants, 
and  eniployes  of  the  institution,  except  otherwise  ordered  by 
these  rules;  they  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  funds,  direct  the 
appropriation  and  payment  of  all  money  received  by  the  Treas- 
urer, examine  all  bills  and  acc<mnts,  and  determine  the  number 
of  patients  which  nniv  at  any  time  be  receivtul  into  the  Ho,s])ital. 

RlTLE    VI. 

The  said  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  a  monthly  meeting 
for  the  transaction  of  general  business.  The  time  of  meeting 
during  the  ensuing  year  to  be  decided  (m  at  their  first  session 
after  each  annual  meeting.  At  such  meetings  four  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

Rule  VII.    . 

The  said  Board  of  Directors  shall  at  each  monthly  meet- 
ing, appoint  a  Visiting  Committee  of  two  of  their  number,  who 
shall  visit  the  Hospital  at  least  once  a  week  and  give  a  report  of 
its  condition,  &c.,  to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting.

Rule  XXV. 

Should  any  patient  die  at  the  Hosi)ita]  who  is  possessed 
of  property,  the  13oai'd  of  Directors  may,  at  their  option,  make 
a,  charge  on  his  estate  for  his  m  lintonance  while  an  inmate  and 
recover  the  same  by  legal  proceedings  if  ne('essary. 

Rule  XXVI. 

Religious  services  for  the  patients,  inmates  and  sei'vants 
of  the  Hospital  may  be  held  at  such  times  and  in  sm^h  manner 
as  tha  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint.

Any  By-Law'  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be
